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1. SOIL AND SEED 


It is possible to Have a garden 


•without starting part of it indoors, 
but it iii usually more expensive or 
less satisfactory. 


Of course, if you are 
absolutely 


sure you are going to be able to 
buy good plants of the kinds you 
want, when you want them, then it 
may bo best to let someone else grow 
them. But be very sure you won't 
be disappointed. 
Although it takes 


some work and.space to grow good 
plants for setting out for early veg- 
etables, the difficulties of growing 
them are often greatly magnified. 


Lettuce, chard, cabbage, and kohl- 


rabi, can be easily matured if plant- 
.ed in the garden after conditions 
have become favorable 
for 
their 


growth but they may be had much 
earlier if started indoors or under 
glass. It is almost essential to start 
tomatoes, peppers,, egg plant, and 
celery in this way-if their produc- 
tion is to 
be such as to make ii 


worth while to bother with them. 


Three methods are commonly used 


in producing ,plants for. setting in 
the garden: hot beds, cold-frames, 
and window kitchen boxes. The dif- 
ficulty of securing the-proper ma- 
terial for heating the .hotbed, and 
the attention necessary to operate 
it" successfully, make it'of question- 
able value to the man. with the small 
garden or to the beginner. 


Many city lot gardeners "»£;*!]* 


cold-frame more satisfactory. While 
plants cannot be. secured quite 
so 


early as with the hot-bod, the cold 
frame requires less attention and 
there is less danger of injury to the 
plants because of changing temper- 
atures. It can be constructed with- 
out much expense by using storm 
sash. In addition to the plants for 
setting out, such crops as lettuce and 
radishes may be grown in it. 


The* backyard gardner will usually 


find ' that starting the plants 
in- 


doors is the plan best adapted to 
his conditions. 
Comparatively lit- 


tle space will be required to start 
enough plants for the first crop of 
lettuce, early cabbage and tomatoes. 


Where no' provision was made last 


fall the question of the soil will be 
most troublesome. You may be able 
to secure it from a greenhouse. If 
not, resort to your own garden. Get 
the snow off » small area so as to en- 
courage thawing. Some warm day 
in early March get your soil. If it 
is still frozen get it anyway, and let 
it thaw out indoors. If possible, •se- 
cure a little sand to mix with it and 
to serve as a top layer in the seed 
box. Before attempting to 
start 


your seed box let the soil warm up 
ind dry until it does not pack in a 
hard lump when squeezed in the 
hand.

war industries. The company, it :.s 
stated, should not engage men at 
work in other industries while idle 
men, at Icastas competent, are avail- 
able in the twin, cities. 


It is Recommended that strikers 


should be reemploycd in preference 
to any others, and 
the. company 


should not seek to employ new em- 
ployes, either by advertising or oth- 
erwise, or engage any other men 
while its former employes, who aru 
competent can be secured. 


"The men now out, when put back 


to work, should be reinstated as to 
wages and. their status in all re- 
spects should be the same as if they 
had not censed to be employed by 
the company. 


"The employes of the Twin Cities 


Rapid -Transit . company who 
ure 


still without work should offer them- 
selves for .reinstatement by the com- 
pany, as vacancies occur. 


At St, Paul organized labor has 


accepted 'the report of

dent's mediation commission on the 
dispute between street car men and

. British soldiers have met and withstood the most stu- 


pen3ou" attack Germany has hurled against the western 
front in thfae and one-half years of warfare. On a front' 
of more than fifty miles the armed hosts of democracy are 
at grips with the forces of Prussianism and what may be 
the decisive struggle in the great war is raging in northern 
France. 
; ' 


In their first onslaught, the enemy, after a gigantic 


•bombardment from great masses of guns, passed the Brit- 
ish ^nitpoati at some points and attained'the battle lines, 
but nowhere did the Germans gain the objectives planned. 
Regiment after regiment was hurled against the defenses 
of the British front and Field Marshal Haig reports the 
German losses as exceptionally heavy. 


Delperate fighting continues all along the lines from 


the Sensee to the Oise and especially o:n the Cambrai sector. 
Enemy efforts before Cambrai were aimed principally to the 
north and south of the salient left after the fighting ceased 
there last November with the evident purpose of cutting off 
salient and driving through the opening toward the old 
battlefield of the Somme. 
' 


Germany's latest offensive finds both sides prepared 


for the shock of prolonged and sanguinary combat. For 
months the Germans have been training troops and moving 
up guns and supplies behind their lines between Arras and 
St. Quentin. The British also have been, active and were 
prepared for any blow the enemy might deliver and had an- 
ticipated that the offensive movement would come where 
it did. 


Behind the British lines is the devastated area over 


which the Germans retreated last March. Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg declared at the time that the devastation 
was carried out, not only to hamper the allied armies, but 
to provide a battlefield for the future. The German attack 
may be only a feint, but a large breach in the British lines 
might involve the safety of Paris and Amiens and the 
French channel ports from the mouth of the Seine to Bel- 
gium. 


German artillery fire also has been intense on a lengthy 


front north of the La Bassee canal and in the Ypres sector 
in Flanders. On the French/front the Germans have car- 
ried out minor attacks northeast of Verdun and in Lor- 
raine. French troops repulsed both attempts with loss. 


British monitors and naval aircraft have made a com- 


bined attack on Ostend, Belgium, a German aerial and sub- 
marine base, and British seaplanes have attacked enemy 
mine sweepers near Helgoland with machine gun fire. In 
the attack on Ostend British airmen brought down five 
German machines, while the monitors bombarded the town 
heavily. 


Germany, according to unofficial reports from The 


Hague, considers that the attitude of Holland toward the 
Anglo-American shipping demand has changed the rela- 
tions between the German and Dutch governments. The 
same report says that Germany would take it as a cause of 
war if Holland should abandon her remaining demands re- 
garding the use of seized Dutch ships by the United States' 
and Great Britain.
